Students Seek' Shelf 
In Mock Disaster 



Justl how well organized 
arc {ircjiuriitwilN for survival 
in a disaster at Aniioch Com* 
immily High School wasdem- 
onslratcd in a Civil Defense 
drill held at 11:43 a.m. last 
Thursday morning at the 
high school. 

In less than five minute;;, 
507 of the pupils were in the 
tunnel under the school 
which; houses ihc heating and 
ventilating system. -The rest, 
were gathered .in designat- 
ed spots in inside halls. 

Teachers are also assigned 
to definite areas, Several 
custodians • were scattered 
< hrouglipul the jd tidcjit body 
in the tunnel to help super- 
vise. 1 

The entire operalioh was 
organized and directed by 



Assistant Principal Warren 
Policy and James Hrdmau, a 
member of the facully. Pol- 
Icy and student Lee Craucr 
manned the shortwave base 
station in Hie office, in con- 
stant contact, with Krdmau 
and Norman Craig, who car* 
ried walkie-talkies. Policy 
commented wryly (hat he 
and Craucr were Jabbed, "to 
fry" in rcasc of nuclear at ; 
tack. 

Lrdiniiu was stationed. near 
the tunnel entrance, Craig in 
an inside corridor with a 
group of students. The 
walkie-talkies can be used 
from distances' five miles 
apart. lii ;{ real "disaster, 
they could be invaluable in 
exchanging information and 
coordinating efforts. 
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The students assigned to 
the tunnel, the safest spot in 
the*' school,- are determined 
by the section of the school 
they arc in af. the time of the 
warning. Students from 21 
class rooms, a ..study hall 
and the library, marched 
quickly hut without confu- 
sion into the tunnel and were 
directed toward the back by 
custodians. 

There are two entrances to 
the tunnel, and students fill- 
ed the south end in 3 min- 
utes, 10 seconds. The north 
end was filled in 4 -minutes, 
41 secoiuls. 

.There, was^plenty of emp- 
ty space in the tunnel when 
the « r )B7 were in, but provl 
sion must be made for air 
supply. In a tornado, when 
(lie students could probably 
leave the tunnel bra- short 
time, Tvlr._ PoMey_ Jsuriniscd 
-niore-sUidenlsIcouhLuse_ilie. 
tunnel without danger of 
running short of air. Fire 
Chicr Tod Maplethorpe sug- 
gested that a supplementary 
gasoline motor to supply 
power for lights and ventila- 
tion might be a _e,oodJnvesU 
ment. ' 

The tunnel shelter is well 
slocked with food and water, 
if its use were over a neces- 
sity. Civil Defense supplies 
the stock. 

Fire Chief Maplethorpe, 
Civil Defense chairman Vein 
Uarnslab'lo and Civil Defense 
Director I'M "Kra/ior 'were/ all 
present to observe the pro- 
cedure, and all declared 
themselves well pleased with 
provision -for the students'' 
safety at Antioch High.

The Diversified Occupa- 
tions program is coordinated 
by Adrian Mueller of. the 
ACHS staff. It's his job to 
find the student*; who can 
profit from such a program, 
find the training cenlers-nnd 
bring them together for their 
mutual advantage. 

The program is partially 
financed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment through the stale 
vocational office: 50% is fur- 
nished by the Federal Gov- 
ernment and . 50 r f. by the 
local high school, 

Mr, Mueller reports thai 
both the students and the 
employers are pleased with 
the way it has been working 
out. Students now taking 
pari in. the DO program are 
Neil Larson in Tool and Die, 
working at Quadriel; Lenora 
Leider as an Information Op- 
erator at Illinois Hell; Glen.

No More Driver 
Tests On Saturday 



Beginning November 12, 
Driver License Examining 
Stations will no longer be 
open on Saturdays, Secre- 
tary of State Paul Powell 
has announced. 

The new schedule will not 
affect the sale of license 
plates over . the counter in 
Chicago, Mr. Powell said. 
The three Motor Vehicle 
Facilities in that city will 
continue lo.be open Satur- 
day mornings for the sale of 
plates, ., . 

Mr. Powell pointed out 
that, all divisions of Ids of- 
fice, including the examin- 
ing' stations, will be closed 
on Friday, November It, al- 
so; in observance of Veterans 
Day. 

"Regrettably, the public 
has defeated the purpose of 
the Saturday morning hours 
at the examining stations," 
Secretary Powell said. That 
purpose, he added, was to 



accommodate those persons 
who would experience ex- 
treme inconvenience by hav- 
ing to take their examina- 
tions during normal working 
hours on weekdays.' 

."We found that the vast 
majority of persons present: 
ing themselves at the exam- 
ining • stations on Saturdays 
could easily have taken the 
examination' during the 
wee k," Secretary Powell 
said. 

said. "In fact, 00 per cent 
of the applicants were stu- 
dents." 

The result, he said, was 
overcrowding to the point 
where applicants prese ntin g 
themselves later than 10 a.m. 
had lo be turned away in 
many cases, and where those 
who could be accepted had 
to take the examination 
under extremely distracting 
circumstances.

The student profits from 
the DO program because It 
offers an opportunity to re- 
ceive some specific occupa 
tional training while attend- 
ing high school; he can com- 
plete high scliool and receive 
his diploma while training 
for his chosen occupation in 
his local community; he se- 
cures training at a relatively 
-low-cost— establishes definite 
work habits and* , attitudes, 
and can make a satisfactory 
adjustment t° .work and 
school activities. The' pro- 
gram encourages the student 
lo stay In school ."He 'has 
a chance to find employment 
in his own community after 
graduation, sometimes with 
the training agency. 

The program also moti- 
vates interest in other school 
subjects: and developcs a 
feeling of responsibility. 

For I lie Employer-trainer, 
it provides a source of better- 
trained and' more intelligent 
employees and gives him a 
belter acquaintance with the 
prospective employees of the 
community. Oilier employ- 
ees are made aware of the 
need. for additional training. 

The advantages to the 
school are many. It broad- 
ens the curriculum, at a com- 
paratively low per capita 
cost. It provides closer coop- 
eration with* the community 
as a whole, and closer colt- 
tact willi the job and the 
world of work. Instruction 
in any occupation can be dis- 
continued when the nc t eds 
of that occupation are met. 

The program encourages 
young people to stay in their 
home _ community aflejr com- 
pleting high school. It. pro- 
motes a ] closer cooperation 
between the community and 
the school, and between the 
school fail employers, It en- 
ables -youths to make better 
and quicker occupational ad- 
justments.

Yet. a pure vestige of 
democracy existing In our 
governmental process is be- 
ing threatened by the ever- 
creeping power of central- 
ized government. 

The vestige of democracy 
al slake Is township govern- 
ment. 

This form of- government 
remains as' a purely demo- 
cratic process because the 
people not only elect but pay 
tliclr-adminislrattve-loeal of- 
ficials, but also the people 
themselves may be active 
participants in the govern- 
ment, and can constitute a 
citizens' "legislature" to reg- 
ulate their local affairs. 

Township government ex- 
ists in 05 Illinois counties, 
including Lake county. It also 
exists in' 21 other states, 
from New Englnad, to East 
Central and throughout the 
Midwest 



Township government has 
a heritage that truly was the 
creation of the early Ameri- 
cans who sought lo right 
Ihe wrongs of the autocratic 
centralized governments in 
Europe from which they 
fled. It is a native institu- 
tion of American govern- 
ment, having been originated 
in the early 1600's., 

In its early years it was 
often called town " govern- 
ment, because a town con- 
sisted of scattered homes in

DEADLY 

A ^otal of 107 accidental 
deaths due lo carbon mon- 
oxide! was reported in the 
state during 1005. Dr. Frank- 
lin D. Yoder, director or the 
Illinois Department or Pub- 
lic Health, reported. 

The danger of this poison- 
ous gas is grcally increased 
because, ' Unlike many other 
poisons, It has no taste, no 
odor, does not irritate the 
eyes -or nose and has no 
color. Its presence cannot 
be detected by any of the

While carbon monoxide 
deaths are reported through;' 
out the* entire year, more oc- 
cur during Ihe winter 
months. Closed windows, 
lack . of proper ventilation 
and a faulty heating system 
can -be lethal. 

Of .the,;. 107 accidental 
deaths, 101 occurred In the 
home. No records are avail- 
able concerning the number 
of persons non-fa t a I ly ; poison- 
ed by carbon monoxide*

In fact, 
the usual size 'of a town or 
township— g overnmental unit 
is six miles square. 

During Its 300 ; odd years of 
existence, township govern- 
ment has served its people 
we'll. But In recent .'years, 
the growing concept of; cen- 
tralized government .has 
brought the need for town- 
ship government into* bright- 
er focus. 

'There are those ■ who say 
township government should 
be abolished simply because 
it was an early American 
institution, -and that it no 
longer fits present day pat* 
terns-of^gqver nment, They 
find fault because the grow- 
ing centralization and auto- 
tocracy of larger govern- 
mental units have tended to 
diminish the powers of town- 
ship government. Bur these 
critics miss the. all-important 
fact that township govern- 
ment is a government .of 'the 
people and for the people. Is 
this now to be sacrificed? 
—Possibly -Uio";baSle~problem' 
is that the citizenry does not 
know enough about township 
government, and does .not 
employ It sufficiently - to 
make it serve those purposes 
which may, otherwise be as- 
sumed by larger governmen- 
tal bodies. What is township 
government supposed to do, 
what .more . can it do. how 
does it. function, who are its 
officials and why are they 
there? What does township 
government really mean In 
terms of America's future?. 
These are questions to be 
answered and understood. 
Only then can a full evalua- 
tion and appreciation of 
'township govern ment~ horde: 
lennined. 

Fundamentally, township 
government is a unit of state 
government functioning at 
the local level. In Illinois, it 
was established in the State 
Constitution of 1840 for the 
purpose of serving local areas 
where "such service seemed 
desirable or" necessary. Illi- 
nois counties were given the 
option of adding township 
government, and "8f> of tlie 
102 ^counties elected to em- 
ploy It. Today, with more 
and more federal, state and 
county governmental action 
affecting the peopjo. the 
need for a nearby, more re - 
ceptive wing of state govern : 
ment seems to provide the 
citizenry with an increasing- 
ly important base for indi- 
vidual political action. 
• Township government has 
a direct influence on local 
taxation. It functions at lo- 
cal levels, where it counts 
most, in the area of health 
and welfare, as well as with 
youth and delinquency prob- 
lems, aid to the aged, and 
on matters relating lo local 
improvements; It- has statu- 
tory powers to provide and 
regulate educational services, 
such as township libraries. 
It may provide public and 
mental health services within 
its area. In non-metropolitan 



areas it builds and maintains 
local roads, and regulates 
the safe trav el over these, 
roads irtfraTrofficient-gov- 
ornmentril body lo help solve 
problems, such as air and 
water pollution, control ob- 
noxious conditions,' and reg- 
ulative and improve refuse 
disposal. II may conduct 
civil defense- operations in 
Its area. 

An extremely. Important 
consideration is that the''- do- 
ings of township government 
are under control'of tho'.citi- 
zens, 'What it does or. does 
not do is .Subject to* public 
approval or disapproval at 
least once a year. :uV lown 
Snrne-pcnp'le— are 
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nieerfiTKs"

such .meetings, the citizenry 
controls township, govern- 
jnent t hrough ' election .of' 
township officials every four, 
ye'ii'rs.
